When your unlocked bicycle dis- 
appears from the kerb of some unfre- 
quented side-street you can have no 
grouse coming—it mi every day 
of the week—but when the ofhce 
stair-carpet vanishes from under your 
very eyes it, is time to get perturbed.

ITH Britain taking all the 
W/ turkeys this country can 
offer, a million pounds wil 
change hands in the Irish export 
poultry trade within the next three 
weeks. 

An investigation of the position 
has shown that the number of 
turkeys in the country this year 1s 
greater than the average, aud that 
the quality of the birds is good. With 
improved supplies, but increased 
transport difficulties, turkey-time 
will a rush period for producers 
and exporters. Making a million 
pounds in 20 days entails hustle, but 
the producers will not object—their 
spare of it will be £800,000, apart 
from the money they will make in 
ihe home market. 

Across the Channel all exports of 
Irish poultry for the Christmas trade 
will be handled by an organisation 
controlled by the British Food 
Ministry, which will pay a price that 
sheuld enable exporters comfortably 
to give 2/- per lb. live-weight to the 
producers for fair, average-quality 
birds in a properly-fasted condition. 
Export rates control the price on the 
home market to a very large extent, 
and consequently the retail figure 
here should not be more than it was 
last year—about 2/6 per lb. 

Producers are being advised to 
market their poultry early this year, 
because, owing to the petrol searcity, 
there is a possibility of markets be. 
coming congested later, and of the 
fowl being left unsold. There is, it 
is understood, no possimlity of the 
British price being increased. 


CARBIDE PRODUCTION
